Red Cross leaders have pointed 
out that this year’s campaign is 
no ordinary membership drive. 
It’s a war year, and the needs 
have increased greatly for’ the 
hundreds of services the Red 
Cross gives to humanity all over 
the world. 

While many persons have coop- 
erated to the fullest extent, there 
still remain dozens of families 
who have not given to the Red 
Cross. 

Nogone knows when or where 
disaster might strike, and since | 
28.6 per cent of the campaign fund 
is retained at home by the local 
chapter, it is a protection and 
safeguard for our own community 
as well as benefitting the national 
and foreign services the Red Cross 
sponsors. 

It takes money for mobile blood 
units, and crutches and wheel 
chairs. It takes money. for can- 
teens and medicine and doctor 
bills and first aid stations. It 
takes money to loan stranded fam- 
ilies and provide transportation 
for soldiers who must turn to the 
Red Cross to reach a dying moth- 
er's side. It takes money for ma- 
terial to make into bandages and 
surgical dressings. It takes 
money for thousands of things 
and it doesn’t “just happen’.

WATER ROT L0SS 70 
BE KNOWN SOON 


Estimation of water rot dam- 
ages to citrus in this area is not 
known at present, although field 
surveys were completed last week 
by the Orange Administration 
commission. However, additional 
rain over the weekend and climat- 
ic conditions causing ice forma- 
tions in some groves resulted in 
added damage, it was pointed out 
by citrus leaders here today, 

While figures will be available 
probably next week as to damage, 
these figures are not forthcoming 
at present, and will be released af- 
ter field surveys are again made. 

“Damages in groves is spotted 
and citrus groves in this immed- 
iate area are not as hard hit as 
those further west,” according to 
Harry Harlow of the Ontario-Cu- 
camonga Friut Exchange. “Some 
groves have very little water rot 
and others have a much as 25-30 
percent”.

| California is estimated: to bo. about, 


35 percent picked with it running 
a little less in local groves. 

Packing has been slowed down 
in most houses due to the nece- 
sary grading and sorting of fruit. 
Some fruit will ‘be suitable for 
juice and can be salvaged in this 
manner it was jpointed out. 

Citrus operators state little 
break ‘will be noticed in picking 
even though 500 Italian prisoners 
of war brought here in Januarty to 
supplement the labor shortage 
were ordercd to another locale last 
week. They have been replaced by 
Mexican Nationals who have ar- 
rived and will harvest the crop in 
this vicinity, 

Most citrus houses can use more 
packing house help it was stated. 

Ontario- Cucamonga Fruit Ex- 
change shipped 110 carloads of or-_ 
anges last week and 21 carloads of 
lemons, 

“Although there will be some 
damage from water rot, the fruit 
is on the whole more abundant 
than was expected ‘earlier in the 
season which may offset some of 
the loss due to fruit deteriora- 
tion,” is was explained.

Taxation of the Upland Housing 
Authority project for the purpose 
of providing education funds will 
be sought, by the Chaffey board of 
education as well as for the Up. 
land school district. 

By agreement, the city of Up- 
land and San Bernardino county 
have exempted the public hous- 
ing project from taxes, but no 
such agreement was made with 
the school districts, and D. E. 
Palmer, vice-president of the 
Chaffey board, has sponsored a 
move to get a legal interpretation 
of the matter. 

Discussion of this possibility of 
obtaining additional funds was 
one of the features at the Chaffey 
board meeting Tuesday night. 

By a letter from the board, the 
district attorney, Jerome B. Kav- 
anaugh, will be asked to make a 
legal ruling. 

Cost of the housing project on 
Campus avenue north of Foothill 
boulevard was reported to the 
board by Mr. Palmer as $380,000.
